I tarried in Missouri until the camp o 
Zion came from Ohio; and when they 
arrived the people of Clay county 
besought us in the name of God not to 
go over into Jackson county, and they 
would use their utmost endeavors to 
give us our rights according to the 
laws of the land. Now, the laws were 
good, and gave every man a right to 
worship the Lord according to the 
dictates of his own conscience; but the 
magistrates, officers and people were 
wicked, and trampled the law under 
their feet, and persecuted and murder- 
ed the Saints with impunity. 

A violent persecutor stepped up to 


me, and said, “You damued Mormon,” 
drawing 1:8 bowie knife, “I will cut 
your damned throat.”
